Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1, 3, 4, 7, 13, 15-17, drawn in part to a method for treatment of a 
non-ischemic or inflammatory condition caused by cancer or a 
premalignant disorder comprising administering alpha-MSH and/or an 
alpha-MSH and/or a dosage of EPO and/or EPO equivalent to the 
individual in need thereof, classified in class 514, subclass 2. 

II. Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 8-10, 14, drawn in part to a method for treatment of a 
non-ischemic or inflammatory condition caused by an infection comprising 
administering alpha-MSH and/or an alpha-MSH equivalent to the 
individual in need thereof, classified in class 514, subclass 2. 

III. Claim 12, drawn to the pharmaceutical composition, classified in class 
530, subclass 350. 

The inventions of Groups l-ll encompass different patient populations. The 
Groups require search and consideration of diverse conditions/diseases and 
pathologies. A search on infection would not necessarily overlap with a search drawn to 
cancer. Therefore, a search and examination of the methods in one patent application 
would result in an undue burden, since the searches for the methods are not co- 
extensive, the classification is different, and/or the subject matter is divergent.
